This is no doctor, 
who is about to speak to you and narrate stories 
about ‘‘cases’’ out of his practice. This isn't a 
doctor speaking to his patients, but a Porsche 
driver speaking to other Porsche drivers. To be 
more concise, | have often been asked, ‘How 
do you do it?"’ | am going to answer this ques- 
tion. I'm not going to do anything other than 
relate how | do it in my daily Porsche driving. 
It could be that another would give different 
advice, | don't know. Please regard that which 
| am about to say to you as my own pri- 
vate opinion.

| always use the same oil. I'm stolid about it. 
It makes no difference whether the engine is 
brand new and just being run-in, or if it already 
has several thousand kilometers to its credit. | 
only change the grades of viscosity. In summer, 
spring and fall | have SAE 30 in it, and in winter 
SAE 20. | use an oil which can't be bought at 
every corner. Therefore, | always carry a liter 
or two in small cans with me, so that on the way, 
in other countries, for example, | can always top 
up in the event that ‘“‘my”’ oil isn't available. 
| don't even change my brand of oil when some- 
one says to me, such a change doesn't matter, 
so long as you clean out the engine between

changes. | believe that an engine (its cylinder 
linings and its push-rods etc.) in time get used to 
a certain kind of oil and that then this oil is 
good for it. | don't add anything to the gasoline 
or the oil (upper cylinder lubrication and so on). 
| don’t believe that these additions would do 
any harm. But neither do | believe that they 
would do my engine any good worth mentioning. 
| always hear from people who advocate such 
additions, ‘‘Yes, but when you drive completely 
without oil, our product has emergency character- 
istics, the engine will keep on turning."’ | don’t 
dream of driving without oil, for | check very 
often to see how much is in there. | look myself, 
| don't let the gas station attendant look for me. 
Not that | am mistrustful. The attendants at our 
big stations today are very obliging and know 
their job. But the oil is for me the most important 
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of all. In this special case, | want to know every- 
thing for myself. While they raise the hood in 
front to fill up the gas tank, | take out my rag for 
cleaning the measuring stick, clean it off and 
stick it in again, leave it—this is important— 
in for a few seconds before pulling it out and 
looking to see how much oil there is. 


Even when a garage has made an oil change, | 
take another look at the oil level before | drive 
away. Please take note of the fact that in no 
case may the oil level be-either too far above 
or too far below the upper mark. One or two 
millimeters, alright, but not so much as a centi- 











meter. If this happens, they get the car again, to 
let out the oil until the level reaches that of the 
top-most line. (They'll never put in too much oil 
again.) Please imagine the case when there is 
too much oil in the engine, in the crankcase. 
Where shall it go? It wants to go somewhere, but 
it can't. Yes, but there are joints and gaskets, 
and there it wants to escape. There is the danger 
that thereby the engine will no longer be oil- 
tight. One can, | believe, let it get down to the 
bottom-most line without worrying. Even one, 
or one and half millimeters below that, but that 
is really the limit. Then it has to be topped up 
If you don't check up yourself on your oil level 
every time you re-fuel, i.e. every 250-310 miles, 
then naturally you can’t risk letting the oil level 
sink so low. (Why do | let it get down nearly to 
the bottom-most line? Because then one can 
unconcernedly pour in a whole liter without its 
getting too full.) 


How often do | change oil? No, I'm not a hypo- 
chondriac. Every 1560-1680 miles. By every 
third oil change, i.e. every 4600-5000 miles, | 
change the filter cartridge in the oil filter. Oil 
temperature? Here | will also be quite honest. 
| deliberately had built into my car an old oil 
gauge, one where one can read the temperature, 
not just one with a red and a green field. | 
want to know exactly. In summer, when the 
car is being pushed, eventual temperatures rising 
to between 110 and 130 don't disturb me in the 
least. Up to 130, no damage can be done. 
Probably not up to 140 either. What bothers me 
far more are the too low temperatures in fall 
and winter. Under 40, | get very careful. There 
| principally don't turn over 3500 rpm. On the 
other hand, not under 2000. Otherwise in the 
first place it wouldn't get warm, secondly it 
could stall the engine, and that is bad. An oil 
expert once told me that a cold start (when the 
motor stalls shortly after being started up) 
causes about the same wear and tear on the 
cylinders and pistons as between 94-112 miles 
of normal driving. | must think in terms of econ- 
omy. You do too, don't you? An engine which 
is only driven overland on long trips naturally 
holds longer than one which is only used in 
town and is eternally being stopped and started. 
For the simple reason that the starting of a cold 
or relatively cold engine does cause a certain 
amount of wear and tear. When | have things 
to do in town, let's say in four different places, 
necessitating parking four different times, then 
| go first of all to the place which is farthest 
away from my home, because thereby the engine 
gets warmest. 


When starting in the morning, at the moment the 
car stands in the open air as the garage is not 
yet finished—l pump the gas pedal so long 
(depending on how cold it is) as it is necessary 
for the engine to catch at the first try. It does 
that. You can even start up a Carrera right away, 
if you do it right. Recently | read an article done

Meet Mr. FRANZ X. REIMSPIESS, who is one of 
the oldest collaborators of Professor Porsche. He 
was born on November 28, 1900 at Wiener Neu- 
stadt, Austria. On July Ist, 1915 he joined the 
Austrian automobile works AUSTRO DAIMLER. 
There he worked as a designer under the super- 
vision of Professor Porsche. From 1922-1925 he 
attended the engineer's school and returned to 
Austro Daimler where he was made a section 
head. He was responsible for drawings of sports 
cars and the testing of airplane engines. In 1934 
he joined the Designing Offices of Professor 
Porsche in Stuttgart. He was responsible for 
the development of the Volkswagen engine as 
well as for the VW Jeep. He is a specialist 
for springs, brakes and bodies. In 1942 he be- 
came chief engineer of the Nibelungen Works 
in St. Valentin Austria. After WW 2 and after 
the production of the first Porsche cars began in 
Stuttgart, he returned to the Porsche Works and 
here he is now, coordinating the many sections 
in the designing offices. He is married and has 
a son of 22 years. His hobbies are filming and 
photographing. 


The 1960 production figures show there was an 
increase of 10%. A total of 7,700 cars were 
produced and there have now been 39,747 cars 
produced since production started in 1950. 


The sale of Super 75's in 1960 was approxi- 
mately 50% of the total U. S. Porsche sales, 
compared with 23% in 1959 and 18% in 1958. 
It would seem that many people like the aluminum 
alloy cylinders with the chromed bores. Most 
of your ‘‘old time’ Porsche people will swear by 
them over the cast iron. It is hoped that the 
factory will not cheapen the Super and use the 
cast iron cylinders there. 


A very limited number of Carreras will be avail- 
able in 1961. These will be in the Coupe only 
with Reutter or Abarth bodies. Reutter Coupes 
have aluminum doors, also aluminum fore and 
aft hoods; while the Abarth has an all aluminum 
body. Competition boys should note that the 
Abarth definitely is not production. There is a 
‘*maybe”’ on the Reutter model still.

HISTORY OF THE REGIONS 


THE POTOMAC REGION 


People who drove Porsches in 1955 were 
chased by many different vehicles, but rarely 
by other Porsches . . . there just weren't that 
many around. When they were chased by other 
Porsches, it was usually to inform the perplexed 
driver that there was going to be a meeting at 
Bill Sholar's house to talk over mutual main- 
tenance problems, and would they please attend. 
(Elizabeth Mann was stopped this way while 
motoring to the grocery store.) 


Frank Beckett and Bill Sholar were the fellows 
who ‘lit the fuse’ by arranging these meetings. 
Frank was well qualified to hold such discussions 
inasmuch as he was an expert Porsche mechanic, 
held an FIA license, had participated in European 
Rallys and had owned several Porsches. Bill was 
contacting Porsche Owners in the area and send- 
ing letters to sports car magazines inviting in- 
terested persons to participate in our effort. 
One such magazine ‘Speed Age"’, which later 
became ‘‘Sports Cars Illustrated’’ printed the 
letter. A fellow named Ken Twigg invested 
thirty-five cents for a copy, read the notice, and 
look what happened to him. 


In May of 1955 there were approximately 3227 
Porsches in the USA, and out of all these, eight 
were represented at that now famous first meet- 
ing at 1542 Mt. Eagle Place in Alexandria, Vir- 
ginia. The Potomac Region of the Porsche Club 
of America, as such, was not considered at that 
first informal gathering, but before the meeting 
was over, the foundation for PCA had been laid. 
If they had been forced to select a name for 
the club that night, I'll bet it would have been 
“The Porsche Trouble-Shooting Society of Amer- 
ica.” 


After the first meeting, things began to get or- 
ganized. We were incorporated, officers elected, 
and the name Porsche Club of America was 
adopted. We won't dwell on the girl who was 
elected our first secretary only to be asked to 
resign when it was decided that to be a member 
you must be a Porsche-owner or co-owner. This 
sweet, young thing had a car designed by Dr. 
Porsche, but not the one that bears his famous 
name. 


According to the minutes of the meeting of Sept. 
1955, the following were in attendance: 


Bill Sholar R. Gamble Mann 
Harvey Brown Ray Pitts 

Frank Beckett Peter Pearman 
Karl Grimm Ken Twigg 


Although Fred Schulenburg and Bob Flick were 
active and instrumental in founding the club, 
the records indicate they were not at that first 
official meeting. A letter from the Porsche 
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Factory was read by Bill Sholar stating that PCA 
was recognized and sanctioned as the Porsche 
Club in America. At the time there were many 
officially recognized Porsche Clubs throughout 
Europe. An event had been held (our first) con- 
sisting of a rally, a gymkana, and ending in a 
drag race at a local hot-rod strip prior to the 
first meeting. Dash placques, valued at $1.50 
were presented to the winners. Hank Mann 
agreed to edit a magazine to be called PORSCHE 
PANORAMA. The early issues of the magazine 
were put out, even as now, with much blood, 
sweat and tears. (Editors note: AMEN). The 
first issues were mailed, as Hank promised, in 
the fall of that year. The first treasurer's report 
showed a balance of $26.76 in July 1956. 
Voluminous mail started rolling in to Mt. Eagle 
Place. All wanted to know two things, ‘‘How 
do | join PCA?"’, and ‘“‘When do | get Pano- 
rama?” 


Up to this time, the Potomac Region was PCA. 
Things had to change, and as a result, Bill 
began to set up the National Organization. 
Regions, were recognized and charters granted. 
The Potomac Region proudly accepted Charter 
No. One. The Potomac Region organized the 
first Porsche Parade and it was held in the sum- 
mer of 1956. Seventy-one cars participated and 
there was launched our most important national 
event for PCA. The Potomac Region was host 
again the following year to an even more suc- 
cessful Parade. 


In the early days we were often referred to as 
a ‘“‘debating society” rather than an auto sport 
club due to the fact that much of the time at 
meetings was devoted to discussing by-laws, 
qualifications for members, dues, and other 
policy matters. Since 1957 we have been rolling 
along as a normal(?) Porsche Club, absorbed in 
our own little problems. We have become known 
in our area as experts in the sport of rallying. 
We are proud of our local members who have 
achieved national prominence in this field. Tom 
Lusk, National Champion Navigator in 1959, 
Capt. H. E. Thomas, who developed the Thomas 
Computer now used by practically all serious 
rallyists throughout the country, and R. Gamble 
Mann, an avid rallyist and now a member of 
SCCA National Rally Board. Our Sixth Annual 
Color Rallye has recently been run with 84 par- 
ticipants. Over $500 worth of trophies were 
awarded at the conclusion of this event. 


We have relinquished territory so that the 
Richmond, Virginia, Region could form, and are 
now helping the Baltimore Region to get started. 
To date we have about 150 members, have had 
seven presidents, conducted over fifty rallies, 
own three portable short-wave radios and three 
stop watches for check-pointing. We have our 
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PORSCHES IN COMPETITION 


The ‘‘Grand Prix of Capetown" (a Formula Libre 
race) in December resulted in a victory for Stirling 
Moss, F-Il Porsche, followed by Joakim Bonnier 
also in a Porsche. Von Trips was third in a Lotus. 
Bonnier drove the fastest lap and finished only 
Y». second behind Moss; Trips was 73 seconds 
behind Moss. 


Hans Herrmann has been named the winner of 
the ONS Trophy as the most successful German 
driver in International racing events. 


Porsches won 19 National Championships all 
over the world in 1960 to make this the most 
successful racing season. 


Marlboro Refrigerator Bowl Races 


The Marlboro regional races January 8th could 


be described as the last gasp or the open 
breath of racing in the East. 


‘61 SCCA Classes were in effect and Porsches 
had these winners: 


F Production—PCAer Ken Leith took both F 
Production races with his 1600N Coupe. Actu- 
ally, an MGA won these races but the driver 
refused to submit to questions or a tear-down 
and Ken's truly production car was declared 
the rightful winner. 


B Production—PCAer Bruce Jennings, Nassau 
winning 1600 Carrera and all, won both B 
Production races and also first overall in both 
feature races. To the dismay of the other drivers, 
this car was run with complete windshield, Speed- 
ster top folded down in back, and bumpers.

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BREAKING-IN 
THE PORSCHE 


Rules on the right way to break in the Porsche 
are laid down on page 41 of the Drivers’ Manual. 
Every PCAer should be made to understand that 
these few principles must be honored— it vir- 
tually guarantees full enjoyment of the Porsche 
and causes less headaches for the service per- 
sonnel, too. 


Klaus von Ruecker, chief of research and testing 
at the Stuttgart plant, has given a lot of thought 
to breaking in Porsches. He suggests these addi- 
tional ideas on the subject: 


(1) Try to do most of your driving during the 
breaking in period on normal country roads; 
avoid both city traffic and super highways. 

(2) Breaking in a Porsche cannot just be ‘‘cram- 
med in"; you need plenty of time and should 
drive at least 60 miles on each outing. 
Shorter hops do not warm up the en- 
gine properly. 

(3) Don't be overly timid. An athlete can't get 

into shape by taking it easy. Nor can 

your Porsche. 

For the first 600 miles stick to the following 

rpm's: 2500-3500 for the Normal, 2500 to 

4000 for the Super and 2500 to 4500 for the 

Super 90. From the 600 to 1000 mile point, 

the driver should raise the maximum by 500 

rpm on each car. 

(5) Don't give it the real gas until you've done 

at least 200 miles. From that to the 1000 

mile mark, ‘‘full gas’’ should be reserved for 

accelerating and when operating at more 

than 3000 rpm. After passing the 1000 

mile point, accelerate with full gas more and 

more often until you have attained nearly the 
maximum number of rpm'’s—4500 rpm in 
the Normal, 5000 in the Super and 5500 in 
the Super 90. While ‘formal’ breaking-in 
may occur by 1000 miles, the engine may not 
be fully limbered up until 2000-3000 miles. 

Above all, treat the car with some considera- 

tion—what is done to it at the very begin- 

ning of its ‘driving life’’ will tell through- 
out its life. 


RALLYE 
ROUNDE 


In this column each month we hope to present in- 
formation and news of interest to those members 
who rally. We solicit your questions, problems, 
ideas and suggestions on this facet of sports car 
activity.

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A rally is, after all, a game played with cars. 
There are two parts to this game—one is staying 
on the selected rally route; the other, meeting 
the stipulated average speeds. 
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Capt. H. E. Thomas, Potomac Region, has de- 
scribed what he calls ‘‘Method B”’ as being the 
ideal way to keep track of average speeds. Un 
less, of course, you use a mechanical computer. 
The basic principle of this method is to take your 
elapsed miles from the odometer, convert the 
distance to elapsed time, then compare this to 
some sort of time keeping device. 

As you know once the rates of speed have been 
specified for a rally, any point along the rally 
route can be determined either by the mileage 
from the starting point or by the minutes of 
elapsed time from the starting point. 


Using Method B you pick mileage to start your 
computations but convert these mileages to time 
so that the point of computation stays with the 
car at all times. 


Delays such as getting lost, being held up by a 
freight train, fighting with your navigator become 
much easier to handle and average-speed 
changes become a cinch. 


Do you have speeding problems? 


Rally masters are always plagued with the prob- 
lem of excessive speeds of contestants who have 
gotten lost. GORDON WAGNER, Potomac Re- 
gion, came up with an interesting idea on our 
January rallye. At the start of the rallye you can 
‘purchase’ up to five tickets each worth five 
minutes each. The ‘‘cost’’ of these tickets is a 
penalty of 3 seconds added to your score. (It 
developed this penalty wasn't high enough). 
Then if you get lost you can use these tickets to 
give you ‘free time’ up to the limit of number 
of tickets purchased with a small penalty and 
thus, he hopes, cut down on speeding. This is 
an interesting idea which could perhaps be modi- 
fied to present a solution to an old problem.

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FUEL PUMP SUCTION VALVES 


Complete failure of the fuel pump suction valve 
(re. September Panorama, p. 9) has occurred 
recently on several local Porsches of which | have 
personal knowledge. All of these cars were '57 
or ‘58 1600 Normals with from 15 to 30,000 
miles. One errant pump valve was discovered 
after the owner's car suddenly quit on a busy 
boulevard; another bad valve caused a very 
rough running engine and was discovered dur- 
ing trouble shooting; one was found during 
engine build-up following a valve grind which 
was demanded by the car's owner over the 
determined protests of a very capable Porsche 
mechanic. The mechanic could never convince 
the owner that an engine with 120 to 125 psi 
compression in all cylinders had to have a 
good set of valves. 


| replaced the suction valve in my own fuel pump 
at 18,000 miles when my left Zenith carburetor 
flooded and | found crescent shaped pieces of 
plastic valve material jammed under the float 
needle valve. The suction valve was nearly small 
enough to be sucked through the seat hole. 


Another local PCA member (Mr. George Thei- 
lacker) and | are conducting a little private 
experiment and research on the fuel pump valves. 
We have a theory that a flutter is being induced 
in the suction side of the fuel system which 
induces loads on the pump suction valve for which 
the valve was never designed. We are looking 
into the possibility of Teflon as a valve material. 
Teflon is a plastic which is very tough and resists 
abrasion, acid, fuel and all fuel additives. 


We do not know whether or not the Porsche 
factory is aware that there is a fuel pump prob- 
lem, but we have written them about it. It would 
certainly pay the Porsche owner to have his fuel 
pump checked about every 10,000 miles whether 
he has a Normal, Super, or whatever. This inspec- 
tion can be made without removing the pump 
body from the engine or the diaphram from the 
pump. Any reputable Porsche or trustworthy 
mechanic can complete the inspection in about 
15 minutes. During a tune-up is a good time for 
this. If the car owner does this inspection him- 
self, there is only one word of caution: before 
replacing the upper pump assembly, the engine 
must be cranked by hand until the pump dia- 
phram is resting on the pump base and the 
diaphram holes line up with the pump holes. If 
this is not done, the diaphram will be stretched 
out of shape.

TACHOMETERS 


When the needle swings from pin to pin and 
will not steady out, here is what to do, barring 
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cable interference, of course. Remove tachom- 
eter from car. This is easy. Lay the meter face 
down on a piece of felt or heavy cloth. Carefully 
pry the rolled rear edge of the bezel open and 
remove it. Remove two screws from rear of 
meter holding shell to head, noting where the 
top of each come (match marks help). Next step, 
remove face, hand, spindle and spring along 
with cup and frame in one piece by unbending 
the two tabs holding the frame in place. Remove 
outer steel band and magnet with spindle. Now, 
here is where the trouble lies. In the center of 
the magnet is a very small hole (jeweler size) into 
which the opposite end of the hand spindle 
rides. This for lack of lubrication becomes sticky 
and will raise the devil with the action of the 
hand, causing it to first turn with the magnet 
until the spring takes over and so on, back and 
forth. Clean this bearing thoroughly and lubri- 
cate with watch oil or dry powdered graphite. 
A little light grease on the large spindle of the 
magnet will complete the lubrication. Reassemble 
in the reverse order. This is a good time to 
really clean both sides of the lense. With a little 
patience and the butt end of a hammer or any 
piece of hard wood, proceed to re-roll the back 
edge of the bezel down. This is best done with 
the meter face down and by pressing and sliding 
the wood around in short strokes. With a little 
care, you'd be surprised how neatly this can be 
done. Don't forget to replace the meter in the 
car. The same procedure will work on speedom- 
eters if they suffer the same symptoms.

DISTRIBUTORS 


The same tip on distributors is presented from 
two sources. 


Ignition distributors are not infallible, but a 
little maintenance and thoughtfulness go a long 
way here. 
The little felt oil wick under the distributor rotor 
is often forgotten or not serviced well at all with 
the result that the spark advance fly-weights 
soon begin to rust and have been known to freeze 
in the idle speed setting so that no advance is 
possible. The correct amount of oil is not speci- 
fied in the owner's manual or factory shop man- 
val, but 2 to 3 drops of engine oil every 1000 to 
1500 miles is sufficient. Always allow the wick 
to absorb most of the oil before replacing the 
rotor or the rotor will simply push the oil out 
around the outside of the shaft and mess up the 
inside of the distributor.

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Psychosomatic Aspects 
of the Sick Porsche 


For many years men have spoken of their favorite 
machine, motor car, boat or other conveyance as 
‘Having a personality all of it's own."’ This think- 
ing has led to studies into the psychic aspects of 
certain errant machines. At our clinic, we have 
for years been conducting a series of studies 
along these lines.

and several days to get parts delivered to a 
garage in a small town far from home. 


Robert Bosch of Germany has developed an ade- 
quate distributor for our Porsches; however, it 
does require certain steps to be taken to keep 
it operating as it should. Maintenance of the 
distributor requires that after maximum 10,000 
miles, several drops of engine oil be dropped 
into the felt at the top of the shaft, after remov- 
ing the rotor. This should keep the shaft from 
seizing at the bearing. 


Additionally, for preventative maintenance we 
have found that these distributors after 25,000 
miles, should be dismantled, completely and 


thoroughly cleaned and re-lubed.

TIRES 


lf you have a 356B with Continental Record 
tires, do not carry too much air in them. They 
are inclined to wear slightly uneven due to the 
tread design. Increased air pressure only aggra- 
vates this tendency. Pressures of 18.54 front 
and 23+ rear are adequate for almost all road 
driving. Also rotation of these tires is essential 
every 3000 miles. Chances are your front end 
alignment is OK. It is the tread pattern of these 
tires and too much pressure that will cause 
uneven wear in most cases.
